a signal transduction activity in a cell capabl e of producing expressing a protein 
consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:8 or a salt thereof in the 
presence of a protein consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:2, 
a protein consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by amino acid numbers 1 to 
70 in SEQ ID NO:2, or a salt thereof in the absence of a test compound and 

the signal transduction activity in the presence of the protein consisting of the 
amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:2, the protein consisting of the amino 
acid sequence represented by the amino acid numbers 1 to 70 in SEQ ID NO:2 a or a salt 
thereof, and a test compound; and 

(2) identifying the test compound tha t inhibits decreases t he signal transduction 
activit y bv about 20% or more in the presence of the test compound, compared to the 
signal trans duction activity in the absence of the test compound, as a can didate compound 
for a substance that exhibits the brain/nerve cell protective action .

24. (Currently Amended) A method for screening of a substance that exhibits brain 
/nerve cell protective action, which comprises 

(1) measuring and comparing a binding activity between 
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a protein consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO:2, a 
protein consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by amino acid numbers 1 to 70 
in SEQ ID NO:2, or a salt thereof and 

a protein consisting of an amino acid sequence represented by SEQ ID NO: 8 or a 
salt thereof 

in the p resence and absence of a test compound and the absence of the test 
compound ; and 

(2) identifying the test compound tha t inhibits decreases t he binding activityj^y 
about 20% or more in the presence of the test compound, compared to the binding 
activity in the absence of the test compound as a candidate compound for a substance 
that exhibits the brain/nerve cell protective action . 
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
